IMPORTANT — To  find  the  number  of  trees  required  to  plant 
a  plot  of  land  of  any  given  size,  first  determine  the  size  of  the 
plot  of  land  in  square  feet.  Then  multiply  the  distance  between 
the  rows  by  the  distance  between  the  trees  in  each  row.  This 
will  give  you  the  distance  between  the  trees  in  square  feet. 
Divide  the  number  of  square  feet  in  the  plot  of  land  by  the 
distance  in  square  feet  between  the  trees,  and  the  result  will  be 
the  number  of  trees  required  to  plant  the  plot  of  land  at  the 
distances  that  you  have  selected.  Or  if  you  want  to  determine 
the  number  of  trees  required  to  plant  an  acre  at  any  given 
distance  apart,  divide  the  number  of  square  feet  in  an  acre 
(43560)  by  the  distance  apart  in  square  feet  and  the  result  will 
be  the  number  of  trees  required  per  acre  at  the  distances  apart 
that  you  have  selected. 

Example — Size  of  plot  of  land  100  ft.  x  200  ft.  =  20,000  sq.  ft. 

Planting  distance  50  ft.  x  20  ft.  =  1,000  sq.  ft. 

Divide  20,000  sq.  ft.  by  1000  sq.  ft.  =  20  trees.
